intervene will it precipitate war? 


Acheson told the foreign affairs 


committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives that 
a Communist- 


dominated government in Greece 
would be considered dangerous to 
this country's security. Asked if 


Communist-dominated govern- 


ment of China also would be dan- 
gerous, he replied that "I think 
we should not look with favor 
upon that'' 


Acheson commented that "Com- 


munist organizations throughout 
the world appear to act with high 
degree of discipline and unanimity 
which is beyond the possibility of 
coincidence." And as to war: 


Danger Two-Edged 


"I don't think it could lead to 


.var. By strengthening the forces 
of demociacy and freedom, you do 
a great deal to elimination the 
friction between great powers." 


That leaves it to us to fill in 


•some details. 
We don't need to 


dwell on the danger from Com- 
munist - dominated 
governments. 


As pointed out in previous columns 
the danger can be two-edged—it's 
political in all cases, and military 
where strategically located coun- 
tries are involved. In this latter 
category, of course, fall Greece, 
Turkey and China. However, the 
question of whether intervention 
could cause war is- worth further 
consideration. 


First off, there's small danger 


of it precipitating war in any- 
thing- like the near future for the 
logical reason that there's no 
country in the world s,et for im- 
mediate action. 
And so far as 


concerns the more distant future, 
Russia is so weakened by the late 
conflict that it will be years be- 
ore she is in position to wage a. 
major aggressive war. 


Only a few days ago Soviet 


Foreign Minister Molotov told the 
foreign ministers' council in Mos- 
cow that the war with the axis 
powers had cost Russia S370.000.- 
)00,000. He said the Soviet union 
had suffered the destruction of 
7,000 villages, 1.710 towns. 35.000 
factories and 6.000.000 buildings 
which 
made 
25,000,000 
people 


homeless. Repair of all this dam- 
age calls for a vast amount of 
man-power, and Russia's casual- 
ies in the war have been estimat- 
ed at from 12.000,000 to 15,000.000 
—and. may 
have 
been much 


leavier. 


However, while the Soviet union 


sn't prepared for aggression war. 
et none overlook this probability: 
She could fight a defensive war' 
ndefinitely against all 
comers. 


Although she has suffered such 
errible damage in the last war. 
5Otentialiy she is largely self-con- 
fined in all respects. 


So nobody is likely to start a 


major war. 
As regards Greece 


Mid Turkey, while Russia certain- 
y wants control of them, she isn't 
ikely to fight over the matter, 
rloscow can afford to shrug- its 
houlders and sit tight, awaiting 
i possible change of fortunes, 
'robably the same is true of any 
•ther part of the world, unless the 
ioviet were directly attacked. 


On the other hand, if Russia is 


d to take over Greece and 


Turkey it will be strengthening- a 
Communist empire whose menace 
o democracy will be in direct j 
ratio to its size and power. The ; 
orollary is that the threat lo i 
eace will be lessened if a halt is 


called to aggressive Communist 
expansion.

Chicago, Maruh 2-t—(AP)—The 


Illinois state Supreme court de- 
cision on the Butler full tax laws 
has "opened the way for an av- 
erage increase of some 40 per cent 
in the taxing power of downstate 
districts", the State Chamber of 
Commerce says. 


The chamber commented in a 


statement released on the re- 
cent court ruling and asserted 
that emergency 
legislation was 


needed "to prevent serious resist- 
ance by taxpayers a year from 
now when the bills come in".

lt's the brain child of Geoffrey 


Hughes, Franklin county achool 
superintendent, and Roy Richard- 
son, a county school teacher. And 
it's being- carried out against the 
backdrop of the campus of a once 
proud Baptist institution, the old 
Ewing college with its spacious 
layout about eight miles northeast 
of Benton. 


It all began when IS Cuba, 111., 


pupils were made schoolless by a 
fire. 
Richardson invited them to 


join his one-room Stockwell school 
flock. Then nearby Long Prairie's 
one-roomer closed up and its three 
pupils also toted their books to 
Richardson's classes.

last

Hughes 
and 


Richardson cast speculative glances 
at ancient Ewing college, a rendez- 
vous for bats since its abandon- 
ment in 1925. It was founded in 
1867 and once" boasted GOO stud- 
ents. Its 15-acre campus embrac- 
ed a three-acre athletic field, out- 
door swimming pool, a library and 
three other buildings. 


The site was acquired for 515,000

Terming the assessor the "first 


line of defense for the taxpayer", 
a spokesman 
for the group in 


Springfield said the plan was con- 
sidered as a solution to the prob- 
lems which have resulted from 
the Butler laws. 


County Treasurer Kenneth D. 


Abbott accompanied Handell 
to 


Spring-field, where he attended a 
separate meeting of county treas- 
urers. Both groups met Thursday 
and Friday. 


Must Keasset.s Lands 


This marks the quadrennial as- 


sessment year in the 83 counties 
of the state under township or- 
ganization, which 
means that 


township assessors, or their depu- 
ties, are required to actually view 
and determine the value of each 
tract or lot of land and assess it 
at it* fair cash value. This is in 
addition to the regular annual 
assessment of taxable personal 
property. 
? 


The full value assessment law 


has been in effect 20 years under 
a. constitutional provision which 
says that "every person and cor- 
poration shall pay a tax in pro- 
portion to the value of his, her or 
its property." 


However, despite this require- 


ment, it remains a practice in all 
counties to assess property at some 
fraction of the full value. In 1946, 
these fractions varied from 13 
p«r cent to 63 per cent. 


Objective Of Plan 


Essential objective of the But- 


ler tax program is to eliminate 
the disparities among county av- 
erage levels of assessment by 
strengthening the legal require- 
ment of full x^aluation for tax pur- 
poses and making it self-execu- 
tory. 


This will be done by multiplying 


local assessed values in each coun 
ty by the reciprocal of the equali 
zation factor, or assessment ratio 
to bring them, on an average t 
full, value. 


Multiplying each individual lo 


cal assessment, however, by th 
county multiplier will bring 
th<_ 


assessment to full value ofiy in 
proportion to the quality of the 
original assessment. Thus, unde: 
*nd over assessments among indi 
vidual properties and among- town 
ships will still exist in proportion 
-to the inequality of the original 
assessment. 


Uniform Action X 


The assessors hold that incon- 


sistencies of this kind will not be 
remedied by the Butler law. They 
can be remedied only by uniformi- 
ty attained withing the" countv by- 
action of local assessors, super- 
visors of assessment and boards 
of review _ whose duty it is to 
administer the tax laws of the 
state, have the important respon- 
sibility of apportioning 
among 


properties the tax liabilitv that 
anises from the imposition" of lo- 
cal levies".

equitable accomplishment of this: 
(1) Fair appraisal of "everv piece 
and parcel of property, real and 
personal, and an equitable assess-

sonal, and (3) the use of thes<_ 
value standards by each town- 
ship assessor for equitable assess- 
ment among townships, with at 
taxpayers treated alike. 


Urges Corporation

Handell urged all property own- 


ers to cooperate with him and his 
deputies. 


"The burdens of taxation can- 


not be distributed evenly a 
the various property owners with- 
out correct and thorough work on 
the part of the assessor", he said. 
"The quality of the assessment of 
the individual taxpayer is the all- 
important thing. 


"If you want a fair assessment 


you must cooperate with the as- 
sessor and his deputies". 


The duty of the assessor is not 


changed by the Butler program, 
he pointed out, since the assessor 
does not set the appropriations of 
the townships. Amounts required 
for improvements furnish the sole 
reason for the variations in tax- 
ation with the township or county, 
Handell observed. 


"However", he said, "unless the 


property being assessed is first 
actually appraised at its full, fair 
cash value before application of 
the average county ration agreed

Schmdler, one of the nation's most 
famous private detectives, took a 
drink, peered through the cigar- 
ette smoke and said that crime 
movies have a bad effect on the 
country's youth. 


You may have the wrong pic- 


ture of this, if you are a fan of 
the current "private eye'' films. 
Mr Schmdler looks more like the 
magazine illustrations of Scatter- 
good Baines than Humprev Bosrart 
or Dick PowelL Unlike his screen 
counterparts, he was not drink- 
ing straight shots, but a well- 
mixed highball. He was 
well- 


groomed and nattily dressed, not 
grizzled and unkept. He was not 
accompanied by a Ba'call-ish sec- 
retary and we were conversing m 
the Brown Derby, not a Skid Row 
dive. 


After recovering from the dis- 


illusionment I asked the sleuth if 
*ie thought the Hollywood trend to 
gangster and murder pictures had 
a bad effect on youth. 


"I think there is no doubt about 
". he answered. He didn't ad- 
ocate abolition of such pictures, i 


but he said they should be made 
to point a clearer moral. 


"When a screen detective appre- 


hends a criminal", he suggested, 
"he could point out the mistakes 
of the way of crime. I have often 
done that and have later even 
hired men that I have sent to pris- 
on". 


He mentioned that "Boomer-

Communism Gets Power 


.Through Revolution 


By Force 


President Truman's order for 


a house-cleaning: 
among govern- 


ment employes has pinned the la- 
bel "disloyal" to anyone who be- 
longs to, or has "sympathetic as- 
sociation with", any group which 
the attorney general rules to be 
"totalitarian, fascist, Communist 
or subversive". 


While this order specifically 


relates only to government serv- 
ice, it is obvious that the label 
of disloyalty applies equally to 
any citizen who associates him- 
self with any of the groups in 
question. Also, since the chief ex- 
ecutive's move comes so soon af- 
ter the pronouncement of his new 
world policy against aggressive 
communism, it's safe to say that 
he once more is aiming chiefly at 
the Red ism. 


Why? What is it that places 


communism outside the pale of 
western Democracy? What about 
the claim of American Commun- 
ists and fellow travelers that they 
will be deprived of constitutional 
rights if their political ism is 
banned? 


Terror Used To Impress 


One answer 
is that 
modern 


communism has as a major prin- 
ciple that it must come to power 
through a revolution — which is 
a totalitarian dictatorship—must 
be accompanied by a period of 
error to impress the significance 
of the change on the populace. 
We first saw this put into effect 
in the Bolshevist revolution which 
established Russiaa communism in 
1917. 
'& 


A similar pattern has been fol- 


lowed elsewhere, 
though there 


have been some variations in con- 
nection with the vast expansion of 
Moscow's European zone of influ- 
ence during and since the world 
war. Elections have been held in 
Poland and the Balkans, result- 
ing in the return of Communist 
dominated governments, and in 
the cases of Poland, Bulgaria and 
Romania, the United States and 
Britain protested hotly that there 
was no free vote. 


Wholly Outside Our Laws 


Widespread liquidation of peo- 


ple listed as hostile to communism 
has been, reported in the various 
countries. All these states are un- 
der control of Moscow, although. 
they haven't actually become mem- 
bers of the Soviet union. 


Thus we see that communism, 


as a revolutionary Ideology, 
is 


wholly outside the laws of any 
country adhering to western Dem- 
ocracy. This fact was recognized 
by both Britain and America for 
many years after the Bolshevist 
upheaval of 1917 until finally they 
took down the bars on Moscow's 
promise that Communist propa- 
ganda for world revolution would 
cease within their domains. 


Back To Old Views 


The United States now appears 


to be reverting to its old view- 
point. Further striking evidence 
of this is seen in the refusal of 
the Supreme court last week to 
review the case of a man who had 
been dismissed from federal em- 
ployment because he belonged to 
a so-called 
"Communist 
front" 


organization. Federal courts up- 
held the right to dismiss him. and

We also have to face the self- 


evident truth that all communist 
organization, no matter of what 
country take their orders from 
Moscow. Their policies are Rus- 
sian and not those of "their home- 
lands. We see constant- proof of 
this in the fact that when Rus- 
sian interests are involved in any 
international issue, the commun- 
ists of all countries come to the 
defense of Moscow with absolute 
unanimity of language. That has 
happened time and again in the 
United States since communism 
got a foothold here. 


These are a few of the many 


reasons why communism is com- 
ing under heavy fire in Democra- 
tic countries.

'Perfect Shipping' 


During April, an intensive cam- 


paign will be conducted by the 
railroads and the thirteen Region- 
al Shippers Advisory Boards in 
the interest of "perfect shipping'." 
The purpose is to reduce the enor- 
mous loss and waste that results 
when goods are improperly pack- 
ed and addressed. 


Loss and damage to freight 


from this cause has been increas- 
ing alarmingly and it affects not 
only the common carriers of the 
country, but all industry and the 
national economy as well. In 1946. 
the rail and motor carriers paid 
out about $125,000,000 in settle- 
ment of claims—five times 
the 


amount paid in 1939. The Rail- 
way Express Agency paid about 
$20,000,000 more. Thus the direct 
loss alone approaches $150,000,- 
»00. 


This does not take into account 


that extremely important and un- 
measureable factor—indirect loss. 
A leaflet sponsored by the Advis- 
ory Boards, in commenting upon 
last year's waste, puts it in these 
words: "

of truck and freight car space at

He wanted to use my report in his. 
column in the Jewish Post. The 
thought then occurred to me that 
I had been guilty of inadequate 
reporting, that the simple refer- 
ence 'was easily subject to sec- 
| tarian 
misinterpretation. So I 


wrote Rabbi Schultz a complete 
report on what I had found, which 
is substantially this: 


Only two important politic-re- 


ligious forces are vying with each 
other to lead and control worlc 
thought — the God respecting peo- 
ple on one side and the atheist of 
communism on the other. The pre- 
ponderant majority of people all 
American, but particularly in the 
United States and Canada, are 
Christian in customs, principles 
and in their essential ideology. If 
some future depression hinders 
the operation of their political 
democracy, and they are forced 
to seek reiuge in strongarm gov- 
ernment, it is wholly unlikely that 
they would renounce their basic 
principles and accept atheism or 
communism. As the large majori- 
ty of the people are Christian-they 
are unquestionably likely to work 
out some Christian method to meet 
their needs for government. On 
all reasonable expectations then, 
any future totalitrianism m this 
nation is apt to be Christian in 
essence. 


I found this feeling among many 


men, although I must confess not 
among all our leaders. Some ex- 
pected communism and atheism 
to supplant and inspire any fu- 
ture political change. My own 
opinion runs strongly against that 
possibility. For specific instance, 
the unions have created political 
action groups which have failed 
to dispel Communist influence in 
their midst. Yet their leaders ad- 
here to the Christian philosophy 
an dsome are active members of 


with a resulting strain on elec- 
trical circuits and heating plants 
already in disrepair because of 
wartime shortages. 


4. 
A tendency to build fac- 


tories and other * high-value prop- 
erties in outlying-r areas where 
water supply for fire lighting pur- 
poses may be inadequate. 


5. 
Shortages of fire depart- 


ment equipment. 
, 6- A great increase in careless- 
ness at the end of the war. 


Most of these causes of fire are 


correctible. Substandard housing 
must be prevented by local baUd- 
ing. Adequate repair and main- 
tenance of electrical and heating- 
facilities can be obtained 
now. 


The last cause, human careless- 
ness, is probably the most im- 
portant —and it is likewise the 
'most indefensible. So long as we 
take chances with this great de- 
stroyer, lives and property will 
continue to be needlessly sacri- 
ficed- That is the message which 
must be brought home to all the 
American people. 


churches. I do not believe the ma- 
jority of the union membership 
today wants communism or athe- 
ism, and among them the Com- 
munist and athenist movement has 
reached its high water mark. 


But the Christian civilization 


under which we live is nonsectar 
ian. Its basic principle is freedom 
of worship and freedom not 
to 


worship. It does not emrbace only 
churchgoers of the various sects, 
but a great many people who do 
not go to any church, yet believe 
in God. Naturally also it embraces 
similarly the great number of 
Godfearing Jews who have at- 
tained greater success under this 
civilization (and in our own na- 
tion than in any other civiliza- 
tion in all the past history of the 
world. Never in Greek, Roman, 
medieval or any modern civiliza- 
tion has the Jew attained the po- 
sition he now holds here. 
This 


cannot be denied. We have a civi- 
ization which is distinctly not an- 
tisemtic. 


The evidence about Russia is 


somewhat mixed, but communism 
is distinctly antisemetic Marx may 
have been a Jew. but he was cer- 
tainly not Jewish. His basic prin- 
ciple was that to destroy capital- 
ism, it would first be necessary 
to destroy human belief in God, 
that all religion was the opiate 
which kept the people down, the 
Jewish religion as well as all oth- 
ers. Mohammedan, Buddhist, etc. 
He preached worship of the state, 
which is the basic communist and 
nazi philosophy, and worship of 
sell. Russia is silent for political 
reasons, no doubt, but I notice the 
refugees who 
packed Palestine 


came considerably from Russian 
controlled zones. Some accounts 
of a few years back suggests there 
were many Jews in the makeup 
of the top Russian committees, 
but I have seen more current re- 
ports, indicating only that a high 
placed woman m Russia is res- 
ponsible for the tolerance of sem- 
itism. 


Yet it stands to reason that any 


anticapitalist movement, spring- 
ing from atheism must be antis- 
emitic,' must wish to destroy the 
position which so many Jews" have 
reached in power and pi eminence 
of capitalism. If capitalism ever 
Tails, the Jewish leaders will suf- 
fer in banking and commerce as 
great a loss as the nazis inflicted 
in Germany, or greater. 


The Kremlin changes policies, 


but never purposes. It has even 
espoused some 
Christian 
sects 


temporarily to effect easier its 
basic Marxist design. But it is 
bound to be just as anti-Jewish 
in long range purposes as it is 
anti-Christian. 


These points which I found ex- 


pressed among our people should 
be cleared up for my friend Rab- 
bi Schultr, whose column I have 
not yet seen.

Herbert 
Hoover noted, a long time ago, 
that in all the European countries 
where the Communists goaded the 
people to desperation, with the sole 
exception of Russia, the result had 
been fascism, of one kind or an- 
other.

On the oth- 
er hand, the Supreme court has 
held that a man can cooperate 
with the Communists all the way 
down the line to the point of ad- 
vocating armed revolution against 
:he government and still be inno- 
cent of communism. The uncer- 
tainty undoubtedly has deterred 
pome individuals from free egres- 
sion and to that extent impaired 
the constitutional right of debate. 
The protection which this throws 
about actual plotters against our 
government, is plain and real and

His many home sites 
and the places of shrines in Ken- 
tucky, Indiana and Illinois, and 
all spots of historical interest in 
his life were shown in color pho- 
tography and explained.

stories told by the Boone family 
about the opportunities in 
the 


Kentucky farm lands, they moved 
down 
the 
Shenandoah 
valley, 


through the old Cumberland Ga"p 
in Tennessee and over the Daniel 
Boone trail into Kentucky.

urday night .when it quit work 
till tomorrow to give the foreign 
ministers' deputies time to sum- 
marise the results of deliberations 
aow two weeks old. 


The deputies on Germany were 


committee to hard work boliing 
down a mass of political and econ- 
omic proposals Co lists of points 
on which there was agreement 
and points on which there was 
disagreement. Some top TJ. S. au- 
thorities said this week should 
tell whether any concrete accom- 
plishment could be expected from 
the Moscow conference.

The depth of the 
water could be determined by the 
height of the dikes, it has beer 
stated. 


A great deal of criticism was di- 


rected against the conservation 
department program, which open- 
ed the game refuge to the shooting 
of "hot house" pheasants last fall 
by many sportsmen. The destruc- 
tion of a -natural resting ground 
for ducks on their southern flight 
was the foremost complaint heard 
among the sportsmen who have 
for many years been acquainted 
with this area as a duck hunting 
ground. Secondly, 
the veteran 


sportsmen strongly oppose to the 
plan of hauling pheasants which 
had been raised in pens and re- 
leasing birds 
each day which 


.vere unaccustomed to the sur- 
roundings and had no fear of gun 
'ire and proved easy prey 
for 


lunters with dogs, but difficult 
:o find by those admitted who 
were without hunting dogs. The 
>arrage of shot gun fire during- 
.he sev*al day period, these vet- 
eran sportsmen complain, fright- 
ened away thousands of ducks who 
continued on their southern flight, 
and they also present the argu- 
nent that it will be many seasons 
before the flight will return. 


With the increasing scarcity of 


ducks and geese in this section, 


these veteran sportsmen strongly 
urge the discontinuation of the 
practice of permitting the game 
refuge area to be thrown open 
each season 
for the killing 
oi 


pheasants, and 
recommend the 


consideration by the state conser- 
vation department of the area as 
a site for the location oi one of the 
few artificial lakes to be construc- 
ed in the northern section of the 
state. 


Doer Situation Comments 


Several sportsmen who 
have 


been interviewed as to the pro- 
gram of the rapidly 
increasing 


population of deer herds in Ogle 
and Winnebago 
counties, have 


readily expressed their feeling m 
this regard. Reports trom conser- 
vation department employes indi- 
cate that the unlawful destruction 
of deer during the past season has 
materially lessened the herds and 
without the arrest of violators. In 
less than one week, one employe 
was said to have reported finding 
the carcasses of seven deer which 
had been shot and killed and left 
without being taken. 


There is a feeling that nature 


will take care of her own in this 
regard to a great extent and that 
the unlawful destruction of deer, 
even after the mating season, will 
reduce the herds, and until such 
time as they become a menace to 
crops, the conservation depart- 
ment may work out a plan where- 
by some of the animals mav be 
destroyed each season in a "pro- 
gram similar to that practiced 
successfully for years in eastern 
tares.
